GEYSERS IN THE FERRY SLIP. 


It’s Only Belmont Tunnel Engineers 
Blowing Water Out of the Tube. 

Compressed air geysers which sent. the 
East River water spouting seven feet or 
more in the air and set the river about 
twenty feet out from the East Forty-seo- 
ond Street ferry slips bubbling like a min- 
jature maelstrom, startled the ferry pas- 


sengers yesterday. All sorts of reports 
about troubles in the Belmont tunnel, 
which is being pushed along under the 
river there, spread about. 

In the afternoon the turbulance in the 
water increased. The ferry racks quivered 
as the boiling water dashed up against the 
piles, and the ferryboats shook as they 


| entered the slip. 


One of the tunnel engineers explained to 
a TIMES reporter last night that the dis- 
turbance was caused merely by putting 
on increased air pressure in the tunnel to 
blow out water which had leaked into it. 

Three days ago, the engineer said, the 
boring shield reached a fissure in the rock 
through which they were boring. There 
wasn’t much above but mud and “ rip- 
rap,’ that js, loose boulders taken from 
the excavation for the foundation of the 
Hotel Belmont and dumped into the river 
to give a more solid roof for the tunnel.

BULLITT AFTER COAL TRUST, 


Says He Will Take Steps to Break Up 
the Anthracite Combine.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Lcegan M. Bul- 
litt of Philadelphia, the President of the 
Red Rock Coal Company, who instigated 
the Congressional resolution for the in- 
vestigation of the bituminous coal busi- 
ness, came to Washington to-night. He 
may talk with the members of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission to-morrow, 
and declares his intention of getting after 
the anthracite coal trust as hard as he 
has fought the bituminous coal combina- 
tion. 

“I think the soft coal combine is 
broken up,” he said. ‘It was possible 
only because the Baltimore and Ohio at.d 
the other big roads could compel ths 
smaller fellows to maintain prices. Now 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
will prescribe the freight rates, and the 
coal mining concerns can fix their own 
prices for the coal.” 

Mr. Bullitt said it might require a Con- 
gressional investigation of the anthracite 
coal business to bring about the dissolu- 
tion of that combine. Before Congress 
meets again he will interview the mem- 
bers of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission and Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions Garfleld concerning the matter. 

DIES AS CRUISE BEGINS. 


Standing at the Helm, James Weir of 
Brooklyn Drops Dead.

SHELTER ISLAND, Aug. 1.—A 
combined fleets of the Rhode Island, 
Sachem's Head, and Hartford Yacht Clubs 
passed out of Dering Harbor on their 
crulse this afternoon the sloop yacht Sen- 
ta, owned by Commodore James W. Joyce, 
Jr., of the Shelter Island Club, signaled 
for assistance. James Weir while stand- 
ing at the helm had sudednly toppled 
over. F. W. Tunnell's power boat Ariel 
answered the Senta’s signal, and took 
the yacht in tow. Then the flagship 
Ethel raced up to the Senta, and Dr. 
Kemble, the fleet surgeon, climbed aboard. 

He administered a heart stimulant to 
Mr. Weir and-then told Mr. Tunnell to 
steam for the yacht landing. The Ariel 
raced for the Manhanset House dock, the 
nearest landing, but the man was dead 
when the boat reached the wharf. 

Mr. Weir was a well-known florist of 
Brooklyn, and lived at 236 Twenty-fifth 
Coroner Peterson of Greenport, 
who was summoned, said that Mr. Weir 
died of.a ruptured heart. The florist was 
62 years old. He was Commodore of the 
Shelter Island Yacht Club for seven years, 
and had a Summer home at Prospect. He 
was formerly a member of the Brooklyn 
Board of Education; he belonged to the 
Crescent Athletic Club and the Atlantic 
Yacht Club.

Nine-year-old Albert Lansing of 135

docks at the foot of Twenty-fifth Street 
when he saw a boy much bigger than he 
struggling in the water. 

Albert threw off his coat and dived into 
the water to help the boy. He grabbed 
him and tried to hold his head above the 
water. He tried for ten minutes to do 
this, but the other boy was so big and 
fought so hard that Albert had to let 
go. The boy sank and Albert climbed up 
the dock. 

The drowned boy's body was recovered 
later. He was Frank Walsh, 12 years old, 
the son of

The Governor of lowa Agrees to 
Platform of Protection, 


REPUBLICAN FIGHT ENDS 


Convention Gives No Indications of a 
Split in Party and State Ticket Is 
Nominated Without Opposition. 


DES MOINES, Iowa, Aug. 1.—Gov. Al- 
bert B. Cummins was nominated to-day 
for re-election by the Republican State 
Convention in a harmonious session that 
gave no indications of a split in the State 
party. The platform and the speech of 
Judge Horace N. Towner, the temporary 


Chairman, gave color to the declarations 
that Gov. Cummins had renounced his de- 
sire for tariff reform, and was content to 
side with the ‘stand patters"’ on this 
issue. A full State ticket was named, 
most of the candidates being nominated 
by acclamation. The candidates are: 

Governor—ALBERT B. CUMMINS. 

Secretary of State—-W. C. HAYWARD. 

Auditor of State—B, F. CARROLL. 

Treasurer—W. W. MORROW. 

Attorney General—H. W. BYERS. 

The ballot gave Cummins 993 votes, 
George D, Perkins 608, and 8. W. Rath- 
bun 104. Gov. Cummins made a brief 
speech, saying that the hope nearest his 
heart was the continued supremacy of 
the Republican Party, and that he would 
urge in the future the same sound prin- 
ciples of government for which the party 
had stood in the past. 

Perkins, Gov. Cummins’s opponent in 
the factional fight, was also called. Since 
manhood, he said, he had been interested 
in the Republican Party, and to-night re- 
enlisted in its service. He had advocated 
only the things which he believed to be 
true. 

The tariff and the quarrel of the Iowa 
Republicans were touched upon by Judge 
Towner, the Temporary Chairman. He 
said, by way of preface, that the prepara- 
tions of the Bryans, the Johnsons, and the 
Hearsts for a campaign of government ab- 
sorption and ownership was evidence of 
the manifest drift of the Democratic 
Party toward Socialism. He continued: 

“In this campaign and in the National 
campaign impending, if it were left to the 
leaders of the Republican Party upon 
what issue the campaign should be 
fought, the vote in favor of the tariff 
would be almost unanimous. But the 
question is, Why strike at the tariff to 
cure the iniquities of the trust? Like 
the sun, the protective tariff has show- 
ered blessings on all. If in response to 


| some mad cry it shall be blotted out, this

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people too will cry again, as they did in 
1896, to give them back the sun. That 
is not the Republican method of curing 
trust evils. We believe that with ample 
power anda vigorous determination to 
use that power, we can and will cure 
every trust evil that affects us. 

“It is useless to attempt to disguifse 
that which is all too apparent—that Iowa 
Republicans are for the first time in their 
history rent with a serious factional quar- 
rel. All can agree that it is unfortunate, 
and that every effort should be made to 
heal the breach and avert disaster. We 
should remember that while there are in- 
dividuals whose passions are so aroused

ment might be welcome, they are but in- 
dividuals, and the great body of Repub- 
licans do not desire such calamity. 

‘““We should remember that the great 
party of the Nation will look upon such 
folly with amazement and alarm. They 
will realize that not only would we déeply 
injure and perhaps mortally wound our- 
selves, but we would also commit a griev- 
ous—perhaps an irreparable—injury to the 
cause of Republicanism.” 

Referring to the tariff, the platform de- 
clares: 

“We are uncompromisingly in favor of 
the American system of protection. Wise 
and unselfish tariff laws maintained in 
the interest of the general welfare, equally 
opposed to foreign control and domestic 
monopoly, are essential to our commercial 
and industrial prosperity. 

“We believe that all inequalities In the 
tariff schedules which inevitably arise 
from changing industrial and commercial 
conditions should be adjusted from time 
to time, and condemning without reserve 
all assaults upon the protective system, 
we favor such reasonable and _ timely 
changes as will keep the tariff in harmony 
with our industrial and commercial prog- 
ress. We favor the reciprocity inaugur- 
ated by Blaine, advocated by McKinley 
and Roosevelt, and recognized in Repub- 
lican platforms and legislation.” 

Gov. Cummins is complimented ifn these 
words: 

“The courageous leadership and practl- 
cal administration of Gov. Cummins 
merit our unqualified approval and we 
appreciate the honor conferred upon our 
party by him and other State officials 
who have given exceptional service to 
our people.” 

Suggestions are made in the platform 
for a new law regulating primary elec- 
tions, ‘“stringen. statutes to purge the 
politics of the State and Nation from the 
corrupting influence of corporate power,” 
and a law abolishing passes on railroads.

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TAXES OF THE RICH PUT uP.| PRISONER SAYS HE IS 


Assessment Rolls Near Tarrytown and 
Ardsiey Radically Ralsed.

TARRYTOWN, Aug. 1.—The wealthy 
residents of the town of Greenburg have 
been hard hit by the new assessment roll 
filed to-day. Greenburg is the home of 
the Goulds, Barbers, Villards, McCombs, 
Sterns, Eastmans, and others. It is sald 
to be the wealthiest township of its size 
in the State. The roll just filed shows a 
valuation of about $34,000,000, or an in- 
crease of nearly $4,000,000 over last year. 

Among those affected by the new roll 
is Miss Helen Miller Gould, who is now 
the largest taxpayer in the town, paying 
taxes on $1,500,000 of personal estate. Her 
Summer home, Lyndhurst, has been in- 
creased from $300,000 to $850,000, and oth- 
er property of hers has been raised $25,- 
000. Many are opposed to this increase, 
as Miss Gould has always been a big tax- 
payer, and has not fought her personal 
assessment.

CATHOLICS DISCUSS DIVORCE. 


Federation of Societies Declares for 
Separation In Extreme Cases. 


BUFFALO, Aug. 1.—At this morning’s 
session of the American Federation of 
Catholic Societies a resolution was adopt- 
ed defining the position of the federation 
on the question of divorce. It recom- 
mends the enactment of laws granting a 
separation or limited divorce in those 
States which have no such laws. In 
States which grant absolute divorces the 
federation asks that the applicant be al- 
lowed to ask only for a limited divorce on 
grounds under which an absolute divorce 
is now granted. Limited divorces in ex- 
treme cases are recommended. 

The resolution states that as Catholics 
the delegates are opposed to all forms of 
absolute divorce. Catholics, the resolu- 
tion sayr, shonld try to educate those 
without the Church to the doctrine that 
under no circumstances should parties to 
a lawful marriage be allowed to remarry 
within the lifetime of either. Gratification 
is expressed at the signs of “an aroused 
sentiment’”’ upon the subject, and the 
Governor of Pennsylvania, at whose in- 
stance the Divorce Congress was held, is 

commended. 


LETTER CARRIER BITTEN. 


Had to Fight a Mongrel Dog and Her 
Puppies on His Rounds. 


William Freund, 32 years old, a letter 
carrier attached to the sub-station in East 
Twelfth Street, who lives at 266 First 
Avenue, was delivering mail on East Fif- 
teenth Street, near Avenue A, yesterday, 
when he was attacked by a large black- 
and-white mongrel dog, which bit him in 
the left leg. The animal had three pup- 
pies beside it. 

Freund used his heavy mail bag in an 
endeavor to drive the dog away. The let- 
terg it contained were scattered about tiie 
street, and it is feared some of them were 
lost. 

George Ralston of Okema, Indian Terri- 
tory, a stock and cotton broker, went to 
Freund's assistance. Seizing the dog by

Electric Wires Strung on New Bruns 
wick Prison’s Roof.

NEW BRUNSWICK, Aug. 1.—The next 
man who tries to cut his way to lIlberty 
through the roof of the Middlesex County 
jail will get a severe electric shock. It

A pole is being 
erected in the jail yard from which an 
electric arc light will be suspended. The 
wires supplying the arc light will run 
from the interior of the jail to the roof, 
where they will be connected to a net- 
work of wires covering the entire top. 
If a prisoner tries to cut through the 
roof of his cell he will cut through a 
j wire before he makes a hole big enough 
for his body to pass through. It is fig-

ARRESTED UP IN MAINE 


Portland Police Act on Request of 
Asheville Authorities, but Think 
Mistake Has Been Made. 


PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 1.—Instead of 
having in custody, as they at first sup- 
Posed, an American bigamist known as 
“ Lord Douglass,’’ who is wanted by the 
authorities of many States, the Portland 
police, it is thought, have detained Lord 


Sholto George Douglas, son of the eighth 
Marquis of Queensberry and eldest broth- 
er of the present Marquis. 

Several days ago a Portland detective 
was requested by the police of Asheville, 
N. C., to arrest a man who rented a cot- 
tage on the shore of Sebago Lake in May. 
The officer went to the lake yesterday 
and detained a man known at the lake 
resorts as 8. G. Douglas. The Asheville 
police were notified of the detention of 
the man, but the local authorities sus- 
pected from the first that a mistake had 
been made, and they refrained from mak- 
ing publie the occurrence. 

The suspect took his arrest humorously, 
and told the officer who called on him 
that he was Lord Sholto George Douglas. 
With him were two persons, who, he said, 
were Lady Douglas and their son. So 
convincing was his story that the local 
police notified Asheville officers to-day 
that in their opinion the man was what 
he claimed to be, and they advised them 
to order his release. 

A firm of bankers in Portland stated 
to-day that the man detained at Sebago 
was really Lord Sholto Douglas. They 
said he brought letters of credit from 
a London banking house and that a num- 
ber of drafts which he presented were 
honored by the London institution. The 
police say that the description of the 
bigamist, beyond a slight resemblance, 
does not correspond to that of the Eng- 
lishman. Lord Sholto is 34 years of age, 
while the American ‘“ Lord Douglass" is 
about 45, according to the description sent 
out by the police of several cities. 

The suspect says that he was with his 
family in England from November, 194, 
until last May, whereas the crimes of the 
American were committed mostly last 
year. ‘To-night the police sent a cable- 
gtam to Scotland Yard, London, asking 
if the detectives there can verify his 
statement. If the reply, which i ex- 
rected to-morrow, is favorable @v. the 
man under detention, he will be released, 
regardless of the telegrams received from 
Asheville.

SHIPS BOMBARD 
SVEABORG FORTS 


Rumor in Helsingfors that the 
Mutineers Have Surrendered. 


FLEETS LOYALTY SUSPECTED 


St. Petersburg Gets Reports That 
the Crews of Four Vessels 
Have Rebelled. 


VIBORG, Aug. 1.—It is reported here 
that the Russian flotilla stationed at 
Hango, Finland, has mutinied, impris- 
oned the officers, and sailed to the as- 
sistance of the mutineers at Sveaborg. 


HELSINGFORS, Thursday, Aug. 2, 12:40 
A. M.—It was rumored at a late hour last 
night that all the Sveaborg mutineers had 
surrendered. The rumor was brought over 
to Helsingfors by the Postmaster at 
Sveaborg. It is impossible to confirm it. 

At about 7 o’clock last evening the bat- 
tleship Slava and a cruiser arrived and 
began to bombard the mutineers at a 
Gistance of fifty cable lengths. The 
mutineers replied, but their shots seemed 
to fall short. The firing ceased at 9 P. 
M. and boats were then seen leaving the 
islands with wounded. It was rumored 
some time afterward that the Revolution- 
ists on one island had reised the white 
flag. This rumor was apparently correct. 

The fire from the warships has seriously 
damaged the fortifications. The mutli- 
neers are said to declare that the Slava 
was struck several times by their fire. 

The mutineers have failed in their ef- 
forts to obtain provisions. 

Last evening the Strike Committee de- 
clared a general strike, to begin at 7 
o'clock, having received an intimation 
that otherwise Helsingfors would be bom- 
tarded. Up to midnight, however, there 
were no evidences cf this strike. 

The fight between the mutineers and 
the loyal troops was waged during most 
of Tuesday night. The cannonade was 
heavy, the firing of the guns furnishing 
an awe-inspiring spectacle to the thou- 
sands lining points of vantage on Ob- 
servatory Hill. The loyal minority seemed 
to command the forts on Nichola! Island, 
which were engaged in a duel with the 
formidable masked batteries on Sand- 
hamm. At 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
they were still exchanging broadsides at 
ten-minute intervals. 

At noon hgavy cannonading again began 
and lasted during the entire afternoon.

TOO STRONG FOR HEARST} IN BUFFALO ON SEPT. 25 


His Organization Is Weak and 
Will Not Win Delegates. 


They Are Not Active Political Work- 
ers, but Voters Who Will Protest 
Against Bossism and Odell’s Rule.

KINGSTON, N. Y., Aug. 1.—William R. 
Hearst is not going to get the delegates 
from Ulster County, apparently, but he is 
going to get votes here. He might get the 
delegates if he had any sort of an organ- 
ization, or if the other side did not have 
such a grip. But his Independence League 
does not amount to anything so far as 
getting him votes in the primaries is con- 


cerned, and the conservative element has | 
| too strong a hold on the party machinery 


to be easily dislodged. 

There is a lot of Hearst sentiment, but 
it is méstly among men who do not figure 
much in contests for the control of the 
primaries, It is among men who do not 


bother with politics a great deal, but who | 


go out on election day and vote. This 


sentiment seems to be restricted to work- | 


ingmen. There is not much said about it, 
but it manifests itself in various ways. 

For instance, in some of the factories 
in Ulster County there are many em- 
ployes who have been accustomed on elec- 
tion day to give their services to the 
party they belong to, and to do it with- 
out charging compensation. The heads of 
these factories, who are not Hearst men 
by any means, report that their men say 
they are not going to give their services 
this year because they are for Hearst. 
This includes Republicans and Democrats 
alike.

men. Fifty of these were workingmen, 
and they were chiefly men not much 
given to politics. 

The Independence League has nothing 
to do with all this. If it amounts every- 
where to what it does in Ulster, Hearst 
has bought a gold brick in organizing at 
all, except so far as it may serve his per- 
sonal ends and furnish a shadowy organi- 
zation to give him a nomination.

LONDON, Aug. 1.—William J. Bryan 
has no more ardent supporter of his 
candidacy for President than Richard 
Croker. Everything that Mr. Croker | 
can do to help him he will do. For one | 
thing, he confidently expects to go to 
America in 1908 and cast his vote for 
Bryan. 

I learn this from a New Yorker who 
has just made a visit to Glencairn in 
regard to personal matters and’ has 
given me a detailed account of Mr. 
Croker’s attitude and convictions as a 
result of long conversations with him. 
While he is not authorized to speak for 
Mr. Croker, he is confident that he vio- 
lates no law of hospitality in revealing 
for publication the substance of his 
conversations relating to Mr. Bryan. 

“Mr. Croker,” said my informant, 
“declared that he was out of politics 
and had no desire to influence the 
course of events. At the same time he 
had positive views as to the cae, 
course for Mr. Bryan and his friends to | 
pursue. Mr. Bryan had recently made 
a tour in Ireland, Mr. Croker said, and 
no American ever had a warmer recep- 
tion or left pleasanter recollections of 
his visit. Mr. Croker believes that the 
Irish in America will certainly give Mr. | 
Bryan a larger vote than in his previ- 
ous campaigns. 

“Mr. Croker has a pronounced con- 
viction that the silver question ought to 
be entirely eliminated -from the cam- 
paign of 1908. He remarked forcibly 
that all Democrats whose views had 
reached him thought the same. He un- 
derstands that Mr. Bryan has nothing 
to retract, and says that, being a man 
of convictions and integrity, he could 
not be expected to repudiate his own 
record. Mr. Croker thinks, however, 
that Mr. Bryan is quite capable of rec- 
ognizing facts when he sees them, and 
hence knows that the silver question is 
dead and ought not to be revived now. 

“In his opinion, Mr. Croker said, Mr. 

Bryan had been a much misunderstood 
man. He believed him one of the pur- 
est patriots the country had had since 
the civil war, absolutely sincere and 
honest, and deeply solicitous for the 
welfare of the poor, who, according to 
his. judgment, had been grossly dis- 
criminated against by the laws facili- 
tating the accumulation of great fort- 
unes by men who had not earned them. 
Mr. Croker said he believed that Mr. 
Bryan was not ambitious for the Pres- 
‘eidency merely to gain honor and fame 
for himself, but in order that some 
lasting good might be obtained for the 
common people. 

“Mr. Croker was positive that desire 
for the Presidency would never induce 
Mr. Bryan to surrender his convictions 
on any question. He said he had never 
known a man in public life more sin- 
cére and incorruptible. Should he serve 
as President he would make a record 
seldom matched for vigor and sincerity. 
Mr. Croker told me he expected to go to 
New York and cast his vote for Bryan. 
He spoke often of the changes he would 
find in New York, of the new men who 
had come to the front, the splendid 
growth of the city, the friends of a life- 
time who had passed away. 

“That deeper nature which has made 
him always so loyal to his friends and 
has been one of the sources of his pow- 
er was revealed in several references 
made to the thinning gf the ranks of 
the ‘Old Guard’ by death. I saw no 
tear in his eye, but his manner was 
such as usually brings tears to the 
eyes of weaker men. Mr. Croker said 
he believed that as time passed Mr. 
Bryan would continue to hold his place 
as practically the only Democratic can- 
didate talked of. He hoped that Mr. 
Hearst would give Mr. Bryan his sup- 
port, for it would be of great value in 
New York, Chicago, and California. In 
the former campaign, said Mr. Croker, 
Mr. Hearst was of notable help to Mr. 
Bryan. His support was always loyal 
and true, and Mr. Croker did not doubt 
that it would be the same in 1908. 

“The ex-Tammany leader often turned 
the conversation from the Presidency 
to municipal affairs in New York. He 
earnestly declared himself in favor of | 
the municipal ownership of ferries, 
trolleys, telegraphs, telephones, and gas 
works. He believes that the reaction- 
ary talk about municipal ownership | 
proving expensive to the city is all | 
wrong.

She Says the Senator Introduced 
Her as His Wife. 


DECLARES HE DECEIVED HER 


And Seeks to Recover $200,000 for the | 


Deception—McCarren’s Lawyer Says 
He “Will Fight to the End.” 


An order directing a Sheriff's 
assess damages in an action instituted 
against Senator Patrick H. McCarren by 
Mary H. Dixon, who declares that she is 
the Senator's common-law wife, was 
signed by Justice Truman C. White in the 
Supreme Court, Brooklyn, yesterday 
ernoon. The application for the order 
Was made on the ground that Senator Mc- 
Carren had failed to appear or defend the 
action. The summons, it was alleged, 
Was served on McCarren in the 
Jefferson Building in Brooklyn on June 28. 

The plaintiff demands $200,000 damages 
for alleged deception. In the affidavit 
which is filed with the application Mrs. 
Dixon swears that she was introduced to 
Senator McCarren in October, 1902, and 
that he afterward visited her frequently 
and escorted her to places of amusement. 
He frequently expressed his love for her, 
she says, and they agreed to marry. In 
January, 1908, he represented to her, she 
alleges, that he could not marry her pub- 
licly because of his political position and 
induced her to live with him as his com- 
mon-law wife, assuring her that such a 
relationship was legal and valid. 

‘Subsequently she alleges they lived to- 
gether in various hotels in Albany and 
New York City. In each place the Sen- 
ator, she asserts, introduced her as Mrs. 
McCarren. While living in the Clarendon 
Hotel, in Brooklyn, Aug. 26, 1904, a son 
was born to her and the Senator, and was 
afterward christened Patrick H. McCar- 
ren, Jr. She is now advised, she swears, 
that the relation of the common-law wife 
is no longer recognized by the law of the 
State. The defendant knew this to be the 
case, she when he persuaded her 
to live with him. 

Mrs. Dixon now lives at 82 Lenox Road, 
Flatbush. She says that rented this 
house last Winter at McCarren’s solicita- 
tion, and that he allowed her $100 a month 
for household expenses. This allowance 
was discontinued last March. 

The order of Justice White directs that 
the damages to which the plaintiff is en- 
titled be ascertained by a jury, and that 
a final judgment be entered by 
for the damages ascertained by 
quiry without further application 
court. 

This means that as soon as the order is 
served upon Sheriff Flaherty, McCarren's 
most active political enemy in Brooklyn, 
he will empanel a jury, which will then 
hear the plaintiff's story and fix damages. 

If what Samuel S. Whitehouse, Senator 
McCerren’s personal attorney, said yes- 
terday is true, this plan will not be car- 
ried out, for he will immediately apply to 
the court to have the case reopened. What 
ground he would take in making the ap- 
plication Mr. Whitehouse would not 
close yesterday.

Plumber’s Left Hand Blown Off 
at the Wrist. 


ARRESTED AS A_ SUSPECT 


The Woman Thrown Out of Bed and 
Badly Hurt—Police Hunting for 
Others in the Case. 


By the explosion of what appeared to 
be a bomh in the second floor hallway 
of an old-fashioned, four-story brick ten- 
ement house at 270 Wythe Avenue, Will- 
jumsburg, early yesterday morning, a 
man and a woman were severely injured. 

Thomas Owens, a plumber, 30 years old, 
who lives on the third floor with his wife 
and three small children, was the man. 


shockingly mutilated. The woman was 
Mrs. Mary Eise, 29 years old, who lives 
on the second floor. Her injuries con- 
sist of lacerated wound on her left hand 
and in her face. é 

The bomb was probably intended for 
Mrs. Elise, who moved into the house 
about two weeks ago with her 10-year-old 
daughter. The police learned that an 
elderly man, wearing a Grand Army hat, 
occasionally visited her. 

Karly yesterday morning the occupants 
of the dwelling were awakened by the 
explosion and Mrs. Eise was found un- 
conscious on the floor of her room, The 
door was shattered and so was the door 
sill, while the walls and floor were spat- 


tered with blood. 
When Mrs. Eise was revived sufficiently 


to talk she told the police that a man 
whose voice she recognized as Owens's 
had tried to get into her room, and that 
when she refused him admittance and 
advised him to go about his business he 
abused her. The explosion followed al- 
most immediately. 

After Mrs. Eise was taken to the East- 
ern District Hospital in an ambulance the 
police searched for Owens, but could not 
find him. His wife said that he had gone 
out a few hours before. The police [finally 
followed up a trail of blood which led to 
a Haines law hotel at Kent and Metro- 
politan Avenues, where Owens was found. | 
His left hand was gone at the wrist and 
mutilated. He 
told the police that he had heard a loud | 
noise in Mrs. Ejise’s room, and on going | 
down stairs he had met a short, elderly | 
man wearing a Grand Army hat, who 
to get in.

Lawyer Hugo Wintner, who has . been 
acting as counsel for Mrs. Stenton, in an 
action brought to recover the property 
which was sold some time ago and was 
bought in by Burton H. Gibson, her 
former lawyer, said to Justice MacLean 
that in his suit he had alleged that Mrs. 


Stenton was mentally weak and that on 
account of her mental condition it was 
possible for the defendants to obtain the 
property from her. 

“For this reason,” he said, ‘‘ we are 
not now in a position to oppose this ap- 
plication to have it declared that she is 
of weak mind and should have her sanity 
inquired into.’’ 

Justice MacLean reserved his decision.

“HIRED WITNESSES.” 


Farcical and Unjust Nature of Much 
“ Expert ” Testimony In the Courts. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You deserve the thanks of this com- 
munity and indeed of the entire country 
for your sensible attitude on “* Htred Wit- 
nesses.’’ Your remarks are addressed par- 
ticularly to the testimony of ‘ experts’”’ 
in capital cases, but they are equally ap- 
plicable to civil cases in which property 
rights are involved. There can, of course, 
be no cases tried in a court in which the 
issues are of such vital Importance as 
those involving human life or liberty, 
and hence the necessity of exercising the 
greatest care to avoid outrageous wrong 
to the accused person, especially where 
he is poor and therefore beyond the hope 
cf combating the testimony of experts 
hired by the prossacution, from whose in- 
ferences a conviction is sought. 

But to the average member of the com- 
munity the right to enjoy those rewards 
of his labors which the law recognizes as 
justly belonging to him is of scarcely 
less importance than his personal liberty. 
It happens in many civil cases that the 
testimony of experts is sought, sometimes 
for the honest purpose of explaining and 
clearing doubtful points, and no doubt 
often for the very purpose of involving 
and throwing doubt upon matters not in 
themselves difficult to understand. This 
latter course is no doubt often resorted to 
by curning and shrewd attorneys repre- 
senting wealthy clients who hope by the 
liberal use of money in hiring ‘‘ experts" 
to give favorable testimony to first con- 
fuse and then persuade court and jury, 
and above all to tire out and discourage 
a poorer and weaker adversary, who is 
utterly unable to hire any combating tes- 
timony. 

There is one kind of civil sults that 
forms a class by itself in which the testi- 
mony of so-called experts is more gener- 
ally employed, perhaps, than in any other, 
and in which, I believe, there is greater 
resulting scandal, injustice, and wrong, 


and therefore greater necessity for re- 
form. I refer to sults involving patents. 
It has come to be a practical necessity 
in the present manner of conducting pat- 
ent suits that a party to such a suit must 
hire one or more experts to combat the 
experts hired by the opposing party. In 
most of the important patent pientions 
some strong, wealthy corporation is one 
of the parties, and it is the almost uni- 
versal rule that this corporation, whether 
complainant or defendant, spends money 
without stint for “expert” testimony. 
The opposing party is then under the 
* to combat 
ot his opponent, 
else he will be accused of admitting the 
truth of the testimony adduced against 
bim, and so practically defaulting his 
cage. 

To quote from your editorial. Take the 
ease of a poor inventor ‘‘who has no 
means of hiring expert witnesses and no 

ower of compelling their attendance, un- 

ess the subpoena is accompanied by a 
retainer. What becomes of the equality 
of all men before the law?” It simply 
disappears, and has disappeared im all 
cases where the poor inventor attempts 
to defend his rights against encroach- 
ments of the rich corporation. Unless he 
is willing to accept such compensation, 
either in salary or otherwise, as the cor- 

oration offers for his invention, he may 

e certain that his invention will be copied 
so as to obtain his results, and, while 
varying the form, appropriate the’ sub- 
stance. If he protests, the corporation 
defies him and challenges him to sue. If 
he brings suit, every means that the cor- 
poration’s attorneys can devise after 

ears of experience is employed to brow- 
eat and defeat him and wear him out 
through years of excessive expense and 
annoyance.

THE STEEL TRADE. 

The widest interest in the Steel Cor- 
poration report attaches to what is least 
discussed—that is, the conditions in the 
trade as reflected by the first-land 
facts now available. It is true that the 
Steel Corporation is not the steel trade. 
Big as it is it is neither the majority 
interest, nor even the controlling inter- 
est. In fact, its proportion of the trade 
is relatively declining, while concurrent- 
ly it is breaking its own records of pro- 
duction and earnings. Its production 
of pig has fluctuated since its organiza- 
tion within a narrow range and with- 
out decided trend, standing now at 44 
per cent. of the country’s total. Its 
production of open hearth and Besse- 
mer castings has fallen by 6 per cent. 
to 60 per cent., and its rolled products 
have fallen by about 8 per cent. to 47 
per cent. Its dominance is greatest in 
the wire nail product, which, although 
declining, remains at 66 per cent. In 
short, the trust is not by any means a 
monopoly, and yet it is impossible that 
the trust should prosper and the trade 
languish. The reason is that the trade 
influence of the trust is all for stabil- 
ity and moderation. Its rivals, may 
charge premiums, and may do business 
at a loss because they must. The trust 
is strong enough and sensible enough to 
seek business only at what are reason- 
able profits under our unreasonable 
system of protection. When its volume 
is full it is sure that its rivals’ volume 
is fuller, and that prices are neverthe- 
less held by the trust’s enormous ca- 
pacity of delivery at a range promising 
some permanence of prospect. 

This we take to be the auspicious 
significance of earnings for the quarter 
of $40,125,033, and of unfilled orders of 
6,809,589 tons, with Pittsburg Bessemer 
quoted at $18.35@$18.60, and averag- 
ing $16.36 for 1905. When the trust 
made its previous high record earnings 
Bessemer fron was at an average cf 
$20.67, and too dear to use. Necessitous 
consumers were overbidding each other 
and collapse followed. The Steel Trust 
abstained from that orgy, and did not 
follow the Bessemer market to its bot- 
tom of 313.76. Now, with its greatly 
increased capacity of delivery, the trust 
is keeping the tone moderate, and giving 
the idea that there is iron and steel 
enough to go around, and that nobody 
need pay extortionate prices. It is true 
that this is strange language to use 
about a trust, but it is the record of 
the trade. 

It is worth considering what sig- 
nificance attaches to the decrease in the 
unfilled orders, 6,809,589 tons, against 
7,018,712 three months ago, and 7,665,- 
086 at New Year's. There seems to be 
an implication of declining trade which 
is best interpreted by past records. 
Here is the,series of years, the figures 
being the orders on the books June 30:

No feeling heart, one supposes, can 
fail to be touched by the “ bitter cry ” 
of JoHn D. RockEFre.uEr to the Cleve- 
land reporter to whom the “ magnate” 
consents to talk “on account of his im- 
portunity.” “The richest man in 
America,” and probably in the world, 
observes of the public comments upon 
him: ‘Sometimes things that are said 
of me are cruel and they hurt.” 

Without doubt Mr. RocKEFELLER is 
“hurt.” Why should he not be? How 
could he not be? For what is it that 
makes a man aspire to great pecuniary 


success? He cannot eat or sleep or 
lodge or travel beyond a certain degree, 


which is common to him with men 
much poorer than himself. A prede- 
cessor of Mr. ROCKEFELLER’s in the po- 
sition of ‘ the richest man in America,” 
JOHN Jacon Astor, is said to have re- 
torted to a curious inquirer, ‘* Would 
you take my responsibilities for your 
board and clothes?” and when his in- 
terlocutor naturally said “‘ No,” made 
answer, “ That ts all I get out of it.” 

In theory, of course, that is not all 
a man gets out of great pecuniary suc- 
cess. His real object is to enjoy the 
prestige of the success, to be honored 
and loved and respected by his fellow- 
citizens, to “‘make good.” When he 
finds that that does not wholly 
happen to him, that he has not 
“made good,” it is impossible that 
he should feel himself to be a success. 
The true moral is that of Soniomon: 
“Who maketh haste to be rich shall 
not be innocent.” If Mr. RocKEFELLER 
is confident that he has made all his 
money by the practice of those princi- 
ples which he professes, he can entirely 
afford to let the barkings of the yellow 
journalists and the yellow magazinists, 
and even the yellow clergymen, pass by 
him as the idle wind which he regards 
not. But if he has any doubt on that 
crucial point, then he is necessarily 
“hurt,” and his hurt is of a kind and 
degree to compensate for the absence of 
legal pains and penalties. The 
yellow prosecutors, of whatever class, 
should be somewhat assuaged by 1 .at 
consideration.

There seems to have 
been no basis for the re- 
and cent reports that all of 
Path the Sage nephews and

And in the remarks made by James H. 
SaGE, one of the Troy nephews, one finds 
expressed what are, probably, the opin- 
fons and feelings of those who purpose 
an immediate resort to the law.

The reference here to “ Uncle RussE.u “* 
is pathetic—or would be if it were not so 
nearly funny—and as much can be said 
of the suggestion that had the estate 
been small a five-dollar note would have 
been a sufficient evidence the uncle had 
“thought of "’ the now indignant nephew, 
who. seems to forget that ‘Uncle Rus- 
sELL" did think of him, and to some 
purpose. The manifestation of animosity 
to ‘‘outsiders’’ who are after the mil- 
lions is a very characteristic touch, and 
characteristic of many a family besides 
this one. 

The psychological point of the an- 
nouncement, however, is its frank revela- 
tion of a belief in “ rights’’ of relatives, 
as agdinst the rest of the world and as 
against a testator’s wishes, formally ex- 
pressed after mature consideration. Of

If the United States 
A Suggestion cannot go ahead with 
for the the building of its 
“biggest” battleship 
Peace Levers. until it can ascertain 
the size of the monster Italy is planning, 
the situation is not only amusing to the 
cynical, but it is full of suggestion to the 
advocates of peace as well as to the na- 
tions that are feeling thé burden of their } 
naval armaments more than we do. Our; 
purpose was to surpass the British 
Dreadnought, not because It was Britisn, 
but simply that we might have the largest 
war vessel afloat, which we expected to 
have by exceeding the Dreadnought’s di 
mensions. But now Italy has set us a 
harder task, at least on paper, and we 
must wait awhile, lest we have to build 
still another “ biggest "’ battleship. 

Obviously, by a little judicious revela- 
tion of secret information the delay thus 
caused can be continued indefinitely, and 
it will only be necessary for each of the 
maritime countries to say that the next 
ship they build shall be larger than the 
largest ship any other country !s planning 
to escape the building of any ships at all! 
The inexpensive honor of making these 
revelations could be passed in turn from 
one country to another, and it would be 
hard, at least for a believer in universal 
peace and no preparation for war, to see 
why everybody wouldn’t be just as safe 
as if additions to the different navies 
were going on in the old way. We know, 
or at any rate we feel, that there is 
something wrong about this reasoning, 
and that the scheme will not work, wheth- 
er it would or not; but it does look pretty 
well on the surface, and we think that it 
deserves serious consideration from the 
assorted idealists who hope and therefore 
assert that the human race has already 
reached the point where it can get along 
without any more wars. 

The chances—the desperately numerous 
chances—are that no such progress has 
yet been made. Even civil wars are still 
possible, as is too well demonstrated in 
Russia, whose poor little Czar had some- 
thing or other to do with the establish- 
ment of The Hague Tribunal and thereby 
secured a large amount of rather gauzy 
fame as a promoter of peace. That fame 
is now deeply reddened with blood, and he 
isn’t submitting his controversies with 
his own people to any outside arbitrament, 
but is fighting them out in the old, old 
way that we have all come to hold 
equally unreasonable and wicked.

PLEA FOR LEPROSY VICTIM. 


Has a Little Science Made Cowards of 
Us All? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The spectacle of the State of Maryland 
trying to pass off a sick man upon one of 
her neighboring States, and meanwhile 
afraid to handle him, Is enough to make 
a man ashamed of his country. It is to 
be hoped that the newspaper accounts are 
exaggerated, but if they are to be be- 
lieved this unfortunate foreigner, who ts 
supposed to be afflicted with leprosy, was 
kept in a box car and guarded at a safe 
distance by two able-bodied men to pre- 
vent his escaping, of which we are told 
there was little danger, as he is too weak 
to make the attempt. A Catholic priest 
who went to pray with him is extolled 
as a hero. He is Indeed a Triton of the 
minnows. I have seen plenty of lepers 
in Syria, and I have deposited coins in 
hands from which all the fingers were 
eaten off, as thousands of others do, but 
it did not enter my head that I was a 
hero. A medical correspondent in yester- 
day’s TIMES says that leprosy can be com- 
municated by the Egyptian mosquito. I 
have lived on intimate terms with this In- 
sect for years without fear or reproach. 
It is pleasant to ascertain what uncon- 
scious courage I have been possessed of. 

The fact is that these. bacteriological 
people are turning us into a nation of 
nervous poltroons. A day or two ago a 
Japanese student was sent back to his 
country because he had “trachoma.” 
When I was a boy this dread disease was 
called ‘“‘ granulated eyelids,”’ and the men- 
tion of it never brought our hearts into 
our mouths. Why one case of it more or 
less in the country should make any dif- 
ference it is difficult to understand, but 
our strenuous administration, which does 
not flinch at a Filipino or a Colombian, 
is put to rout by the smallest microbe or 
bacillus. It is no longer conscience, but 
science, that makes cowards of us all. I? 
the doctors would only discover a serum 
against cowardice and inhumanity, they 
might have a right to boast of their/| 
achievements. | 
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But the object of my letter is to ask how 
the needs of this poor Syrian are being 
attended to, A box car watched from afar 
by two sentinels and under the direction 
of a panic-stricken Board of Health does 
not sound comfortable. I am surethat there 
are many of your readers who would liketo 
contiibute funds for the proper care and 
nourishment of this sick man until an} 
asyium is found for him, if the thing c:in 
be done. In return he might be willing to 
give us his opinion of the manners and 
customs of the Americans.

THE EVENING POST—Another tragedy 
of Pittsburg’s sudden wealth passed to a 
new act yesterday in the decree of di- 
voree, undefended, granted’ against the 
President of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. When the full story of the 
‘* steel millionaires '' comes to be written, 
it will need no Juvenal to point the moral 
of human vanity. The sordid details of 
weak heads turned and characters as un- 
stable as water swept away to ruin; the 
heaping up of money meaning the heaping 
up of scandal and sorrow and crime; the 
rush of the new rich into the vices which 
they seem to think must be as vulgar and 
flaunting as their wealth will bear—all 
this will bite in its own truth, as old as 
Solomon, and new as the latest transcript 
from thecriminalcourt. Let Paterson, inthe 
affliction of her notoriety, take what com- 
fort she can in the thought that she has 
not the peculiar fame of Pittsburg. And 
Pittsburg may perhaps find solace in 
reading about Sodom and Gomorrah. 


THE SUN—An artless opinion was ut- 
tered by a witness in a divorce case in Ne- 
vada Monday. It was, in effect, that ail 
rich New York men are unfit to have 
charge of a boy of sixteen, and by im- 
plication of a child of any age. This is 
the picture of New York “ millionaires ”’ 
which the yellow camera paints upon the 
retina of alien though innocent eyes. The 
illusion is natural. The amusing thing 
about it is that it Is mainly the “ million- 
aires "’ from the outer darkness, most of 
them brand new, rather hulking in their 
evening clothes and with a passion for 
“ sparklers,’’ whose invasion and sack of 
Mangattan make this {ll reputation for the 
tame villatic hoarders of golden numbers 
who belong here. A composite photograph 
of the ‘‘ wealthy men of New York,” those 
who have made money here, have roots 
in the soil, and not just admitted to the 
freedom of the city, might show a decor- 
ous bourgeois, much more of a Sunday 
school teacher than a “‘ sport,’’ averse to 
ostentation and publicity. The vices of 
this city are maintained by strangers. 


THE WORLD—Of the many thousands 
of wealthy men in New York the great 
majority live honorable and cleanly lives, 
have as associates men and women of like 
character, and are more than usually 
qualified to be wise advisers and safe 
companions of youth. Ninety-five per 
cent. of these men are never known by 
name to the general reader. Their man- 
ner of life tends rather to develop than 
to suppress the instincts of kindliness 
which young people are quick to feel. If 
as parents these men have a fault it is 
far more likely to be loving over-indulg- 
ence than that of exposing their own sons 
to evil associations. e 

THE PRESS says of Miss Corey’s state- 
ment about New York’s rich men—And 
this from Pittsburg, the city made famous 
by a coterie of millionaires whose long 
and complex annals of immorality have | 
filled halz a side of the country's Sunday 
supplements for years! If New York-has 
corrupted the President of the Steel Trust 
the details of the operation would be in- 
teresting. The former head of that high- | 
minded organization startled Wall Street 
and shoeked a staid and dignified board 
of railroad rebaters by publicly gambling 
at Monte Carlo. A little later he para- 
lyzed the respectable highwaymen who 
hold up the innocent wayfarers under the 
shadow of Trinity spire by inventing 
what the receiver of the Shipbuilding 
Trust called the “‘ most artistic swindle "’ 
of the era of high finance. 


THE AMERICAN—Corey may have a 
genius for money getting equal to that of 
Russell Sage or John D. Rockefeller. He 
may have that pleasing personality that 
makes a man a hero among women and 
gives him many easy conquests. But the 
love of one good woman is worth a thou- 
sandfold more than Corey can ever hope 
to gain, and if he can read the printed

Four German companies which report 
their losses at $4,460,865, and some other 
German companies whose losses by rein- 
surance wefe as much, if not more, met 
their Habilities in San Francisco with a 
promptitude which is not surpassed by 
any American or English company. 

I doubt whether the dispatch about the 
Transatlantic Company to which you refer 
correctly reports the facts; if it Js true, 
you must concede that to crawl stealthily 
out of honest obligations is equally dis- 
honest. 

How extremely difficult it is to decide 
in this instance the legality of the under- 
writers’ obligations I explained fully in an 
article I have written for the June num- 
ber of The Review of Reviews. 

A company in which I am personally {n- 
terested is largely controlled by Germans 
and German-Americans. We have adopted 
the policy of giving the benefit of a doubt 
to every claim, and pay it promptly ag it 
is presented. This is true of other Amer- 
ican companies in which Germans are in- 
terested. 

When you assume that holders of polf- 
cles of the Transatlantic have no redress 
you are mistaken. Its assets in this coun- 
try are reported to have amounted to 
$680,595 on Jan. 1, 1906. If policies were 
taken to the extent of $4,000,000 on the se 
curity of these assets the public is to 
blame for carelessness. But the $680,000 
can be held, and the entire assets in Ger- 
many as well. No German court will re- 
fuse a just American claim.

PROMOTION FROM THE RANKS, 


But Half of Vacancies in the Army 
Open to the Enlisted Men. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Will you be good enough to give me a 
small space in your columns to protest 
against a most revolutionary order of the 
War Department? This order assigns but 
eighteen of the thirty-six existing vae- 
cancies in the army to the enlisted can- 
didates for commission and arbitrarfly 
gives the remaining half to civilians. As 
the vacancies are assigned in the differ- 
ent branches of the service, six for the 
artillery, six for the cavalry, and six for 
the infantry, and as the artillery exam- 
ination has this year been made so diffi- 
cult that no enlisted man will compete ° 
for it, this practically leaves but twelve 
vacancies for the thirty-one candidates, 
and should the remaining nineteen even 
make 100 per cent. on their examinations 
they would be thrown out just the same, 
and civilians with no other title to rec- 
ognition save political puli installed In 
their places. 

For the last twenty-five years: the law 
as interpreted gave the vacanctes first 
to the graduating class at West Point, 
second to the enlisted men who had 
passed the prescribed examination, and 
third to civilians if there were any va- 
cancies left for them after the enlisted 
men had been provided for. Now this 
plainly illegal order emanates from the 
War Department, taking away 75 per 
cent. of the enlisted man’s chance for a 
commission. This is certainly a case of 
false pretense, for these men enlisted with 
the understanding that they were to have 
first chance after the West Pointers, and 
they have worked and served faithfully 
only now to find when on the brink of 
success that a man’s fitness for commis- 
sion in the United States Army reéts not 
upon his worth, but upon his pull. Should 
this order go into effect it would not 
only work great hardship and shame all! 
lovers of fair play, but it establishes a 
dangerous precedent, for if some vacan- 
cies can be unfairly allotted why not all, 
and promotion from the ranks—the insti- 
tution of which we have been so proud— 
made practically dead in our army? 

No army lover can think of this order 
but ag utterly unfair and un-American 
and with the earnest hope that the War 
Department will withdraw it before it is 
too late.

Acknowledged by British Association 
for the Advancement of Science. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science at York to-day, 
President Edwin Ray Lankester made 
acknowledgment of the assistance to 
scientific research rendered by wealthy 
Americans in providing great telescopes 
and other gifts helpful to all branches of 
science. 

“In the United States this is not iIn- 
frequent,'’ he said, ‘‘ while in this country 
it is rare.’’

AN 
ON WABASH DEBENTURES 


Stockholders Said to Have Ac- 
cepted Bankers’ Proposals. 


TIME LIMIT ESTABLISHED 


The Underwriters Must Complete Ar- 
rangements by a Fixed Date If 
Agreement Is to be Effective. 


It became known yesterday that the con- 
ference held on Monday between the Wa- 
bash debenture B bondholders’ committee, 
the bankers interested in the new financ- 
ing of the road, and the legal representa- 
tives of the Goulds, resulted in at least a 
tentative agreement by which the ques- 
tion of underwriting the new 4 per cent. 
bonds with which it is planned to replace 
the 6 per cent. debentures may be ‘elimi!- 
nated as a factor in the negotiations, and 
an alternative plan put in operation. 

The plan for the retirement of the de- 
bentures was announced informally some 
weeks ago, and Wall Street has been in 
almost daily expectation of its completion. 
The terms accepted by the bondholders 
were the exchange of the debenture B 
bonds for new 4 per cent. bonds to the 
extent of 70 per cent. of their holdings 
and 5O per cent. in common and 50 per 
cent. in preferred stock .of the road. An 
alternative of 90 per cent. in cash was in- 
cluded in.the terms of exchange, and it 
has been supposed that the necessity for 
providing this large amount of cash was 
one of the causes of the hitch in the un- 
derwriting arrangements. 

At Monday's meeting, according to re- 
ports in circulation yesterday, it was 
agreed by the bondholders’ representa- 
tives to accept the exchange without hav- 
ing the new securities underwritten in re- 
turn for the commission of 2% per cent. in 
cash which, it has been understood, the 
road has been offering to the bankers who 
undertook to form the underwriting syndi- 
cate. While no definite word as to the de- 
tails of the arrangement made at the con- 
ference could be obtained from anye one 
concerned yesterday, it is the understand- 
ing in Wall Street that a time limit has 
been set within which the bankers must 
complete their plans before the alternative 
agreement with the bondholders takes 
effect. 

The next step in the proceedings, it is 
believed, will be the calling of a meeting 
of the Wabash Directors to ratify the ar- 
rangement, which will be followed by a 
special meeting of the stockholders. The 
new bonds to be issued as part of the se- 
jcurities given to the debenture B bond- 
holders will draw interest, it is said, from 
July 1. By this arrangement the partici- 
pators in the plan of exchange will lose 
nothing through the delay incident to the 
winding up of the details of ratification.

At a family conference held on Tuesday 
night at the home of her daughter, Mra.

members turn over the evidence in their 

possession regarding her son's case, to 
artridge & Peabody, the lawyers in- 
trusted by Harry Thaw with the conduct 
of his case when he determined that the 
theory of the Olcott firm was not in ac- 
icord with his idea of the defense to be 
made in his behalf, 

Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, the chorus girl 
wife of the man who !s accused of the 
murder of Stanford White, was the lead- 
ing figure at this family conference. The 
others present were her mother-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs, Carnegie, and Josiah C. 
Thaw, Harry's brother. 

That she gave them a new insight into 
the situation is certain. What the 
| younger Mrs. Thaw sald she refused to 
| say, and the other members of the family

|mains that Harry Thaw’s mother and

| has there been any thought on his part 
j of pleading justification or the “ unwrit- 
ten law.” He realizes that there are but 
two defenses to plead when accused of 
murder in the first degree—insanity or 
| self-defense. The plea of self-defense was, 
of course, out of the question, so the only 
practicable course was to advance a plea 
j}of emotional insanity.

BY ALDERMEN’S NEGLECT 


Board Failed to Pass on Them 
_ Before Long Recess.

He Wants a Special Session Called— 
Discounts Might Be Affected 
by the Delay. 


When the Board of Aldermen adjourned 
last Tuesday until Aug. 31 the assessment 
rolls had not been passed on or the tax 
rate affirmed as it usually is every ‘year 
at the last meeting in July. For that 
reason both the Tax Commissioners and 
Controller Metz were sourrying about yes- 
terday trying to have Vice Chairman 
Goodman of the board call a special meet- 
ing to have the matter disposed of. Up 
to the close of official business they had 
| not yet succeeded in connecting with Al- 
| derman Goodman. 
| The failure of the Aldermen to pass on 
the tax Business fs ascribed to the fact 
that Alderman Davies, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, to whom the assess- 
ments rolls are referred in the ordinary 
course of business, has gone to Europe 
and instructed his committee to let every- 
thing go over until his return. It is a 
question, even if a special meeting should 
be called, if the Aldermen can pass upon 
the matter In time to save the officials 
of the Tax Board and the Controller's 
office concerned in the collection of taxes 
serious inconvenience and embarrassment. 

Under the charter the assessment rolls, 
after being passed on by the Aldermen, 
must be left open for inspection at the 
office of the Tax Commissioners for thirty 
days. Then the tax bills are made out by the 
Tax Board. This is necessarily a process 
that takes much time. After this has been 
gone through with the tax bills are sent 
over to the Controller’s office for the fili- 
ing in of the water rents. This is another 
proceeding that requires much time, owing 
to the great number of entries which have 
to be made, and the slow work involved 
in going over years of accounts to look 
up arrears. 

The charter provides that the tax bills 
must be in the hands of the Collector of 
Taxes, Col. David E. Austen, by Sept. 15 
in order to give him ample time to prepare 
for the work of collecting. Under the law 
he is required to be ready to accept pay- 
ment of taxes as early as Oct. 1, and 
many taxpayers will be likely to take 
emphatic exception if he should fail to 
comply with this provision, for the early 
payment of taxes under the charter en- 
titles the taxpayer to a discount running 
from 1 to one-half 1 Bed t., the pay-
